A Mistaken Belief 


(Marysville, Kas., Advocate-Democrat) 








{It is common belief that newspapers cater 
to the money side of any question; that they 
are afraid to condemn wrong for fear it will 
lose subscribers or advertising patronage; that 
it is their duty to expose everything that is not 
exactly right and proper—except when an in- 
dividual or his family is personally connected 
therewith, then, of course, it should be sup- 
pressed. 

This is all wrong. A man engages in the 
newspaper business to make a living, just like 
anyone else in any other business. In a gen- 
eral way, the newspaper belongs to the com- 
munity, but the owner is alone responsible for 
it and what happens therein. It is not the 
duty of a newspaper man to ferret out any 
mean, contemptible act any more than it is the 
duty of a citizen. The citizens of a commun- 
ity are responsible for the immorality of a 
town, for the breaking of law—not the news- 
paper. 

How many business men are there in Marys- 
ville who will condemn a wrongdoer when they 
have reason to think it will lose them money 
and future patronage? And yet that is just 
what some people expect the newspaper to do. 
The trouble is the majority of people haven’t 
the moral courage to stand up for the right. 
Let a newspaper condemn some wrong or ex- 
pose a scoundrel, and some of these same peo- 
ple will come around to the editor, privately, 
and tell him he has done right, yet when it 
comes to saying it publicly, their nerve fails 
them and the paper is left to fight the battle 
alone—probably against one of its best pa- 
trons. 

If you have any grievance to make, do it 
publicly. If a newspaper attempts a reform, 
either social or political, that you believe is 
right and will result in a benefit to the com- 
munity, give it your support publicly. Don’t 
sit back and say a newspaper has not ecour- 
age ‘to say what’s wrong until you yourself 
rise above the almighty dollar and stand for 
truth, honesty and justice. 

It is the individual and not the newspaper 
that hasn’t moral courage. Newspapers reflect 
the wishes of the people and the community 
as a whole and are the result of existing condi- 
tions which may be changed, if at all, by in- 
dividual effort.

Basing an offhand opinion on this week’s 
dispatches from ‘the solid south, we would say 
that Mrs. Leander C. Gentle of Atlanta, Ga., 
undoubtedly has maternal aptitude but at the 
same time has small ambition to make a record 
of it. Immediately after presenting Leander 
with the nineteenth hostage to fortune she was 
willing to quit and call it a day. Nineteen, 
she thinks, ought to satisfy the maternal in- 
stinct of any woman. More would be vain 
display. 

This may be a little disappointing to Father 
Gentle, for he appears to have been bitten by 
the bug of competition. He already has been 
to Washington, where he was placed on exhi- 
bition on the senate chamber and was intro- 
duced to the silent man of the White House as 
the nation’s ‘‘champion father.’’

It seems now, however, that Gentle will 
have to retire a defeated and disappointed man. 
He is out of the limelight unless he can con- 
trive to swim a channel, drink an unbelieve- 
ably large number of cups of coffee or beat the 
world spitting at a erack in the sidewalk.

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A Sermon To the Cheap Skates 


Under the heading ‘‘Salvation Is Free,’’ the 
Riverside Press finds opportunity to tell a tale 
and point a moral to it, growing out of the ‘‘ap- 
pearance’’ in Des Moines, Iowa, of Aimee 
Semple McPherson. Perhaps one should speak 
of it as an appearance, certainly not as a 
‘‘date,’’ but as a series of meetings held there 
by tthe evangelist. The Press goes on to say: 

During the three days of her visit 40,000 
people heard her preach. The total collection 
for the meetings was $1,622.25 and the total 
number of converts was 1700. This shows an 
average of four cents for each auditor. One 
naturally wonders why it is the people are not 
willing to pay for their entertainment. Doubt- 
less a very large number were attracted to the 
meetings because of curiosity to see and hear 
the woman who had occupied so much space 
recently in the newspapers. Curiosity is a 
common human trait and we Americans prove 
on all oceasions that we have our full share 
of it. 

Had these people gone to the cheaper sort 
of a movie show and seen some celebrity on 
the screen, they would have paid at least ten 
cents each. That would have meant a total 
of $4,000. Any person who is not willing to 
pay ten cents for an hour’s entertainment, 
especially when anxious to be entertained, is 
what classical Americans call ‘‘a cheap skate.”’ 
Yet we find that spirit exhibited everywhere. 
Any sort of show that depends upon taking 
up a collection to pay expenses anywhere in 
this broad land digseovers that half of those 
who do give consider five cents their limit, 
probably deposited on the plate ‘‘to save their 
face’’ rather than from the sense of owing 
something for their entertainment. Occasion- 
ally the head of the family puts in the nickel 
for the whole family. Getting something for 
nothing is one of the most unlovely of our 
human impulses. 

Tf the collection were credited to ‘the con- 
verts only, which of course it could not be, 
even then it amounted to but ninety-five cents 
each, which is a very small expression of thank- 
fulness for a special blessing received. An old 
song says: ‘‘I’m glad salvation is free,’’ but 
it says nothing about the freedom of halls, 
fires, lights, hotels and restaurants, all of which 
contribute considerable items of cost to bring 
that free salvation to the recipient. One is 
compelled to wonder how much good salva- 
tion does for one who values it at less than a 
dollar.

Boil milk, add cornstarch dissolved 
in a little cold milk; when it re- 
boils, take off, beat in yolks, but-}

scribed in custard pie; bake in 
hot oven until paste is cooked— 
about 20 minutes, or if meringue 
is desired, whip whites of 4 eggs 
to dry froth; slowly incorporate 
1 cup sugar; spread over top of 
pie; when baked, dust with pow- 
dered sugar; return to oven to set 
fawn color. 

Note—One teaspoon of baking} 
powder in one-half cup granulated 
sugar added to the white of one 
egg stiffly beaten makes a fluffy 
meringue for lemon pies. 

Lovers of Chocolate 

Beat 1 egg to a stiff froth, then 
add pulverized sugar and grated 
chocolate with % teaspoon extract 
vanilla; spread this on the top 
of the pie and let it harden for a 
moment in the oven. Or you may 
prepare it still another way. Put 
the chocolate in a basin on the 
back of the stove, and let it melt 
(do not put a drop of water with 
it); when melted beat 1 egg and 
some sugar in with it. In the lat-}, 
ter case it will be a regular choco- 
jate brown in color, and in the 
other a sort of gray. 

Peach Tart 

For each large peach allow 1 
tablespoon sugar and 1 tablespoon 
water.
